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“Gaze into the Future” with CMA @ Ingenuity, Sept. 1 through 4 


Unique Venue Showcases a Variety of Innovative, High Tech Media 


CLEVELAND (Aug. 31, 2005) — The Cleveland Museum of Art (CMA) will showcase a variety of 
innovative, technological media that inspire fresh and engaging perspectives on art. This showcase is part of 
the inaugural Ingenuity Festival, a four-day event celebrating the diversity, richness and creativity shared by 
the arts and technology communities, on Sept. | through 4, 2005. 

CMA @ Ingenuity is free and includes a pavilion, themed “Gaze into the Future,” showcasing images 
of the Museum’s world-renowned permanent collection in new and dramatically different ways. Located at 
515 Euclid Ave. (on the corner of Euclid Ave. and E. 6" St.), the pavilion will house: 

e =A high-resolution hologram of the CMA’s 5,000 year old Stargazer, the oldest piece in the 
Museum’s permanent collection. 

e A stereoscopic animation display of the Museum’s 14" century Table Fountain. 

e A 3-D virtual reality presentation utilizing John-e-Box technology from the Indianapolis Museum 
of Art IMA) entitled Cabinet of Dreams that will provide a unique virtual reality experience 
based upon objects from IMA’s collection of Chinese art. 

e A world premier 3-D video film by renowned videographer Kasumi of an 18" century French 
“Writing Desk” from the CMA collection entitled The French Secretary utilizing the John-e-Box 
technology. 


e Anexploration of the story behind Picasso’s LaVie through an interactive multimedia display. 


In addition, visitors can view the Design Model of the Museum’s upcoming renovation and expansion 
project designed by world-renowned architect Rafael Vifidly; experience the video art presentation 
Gesichtmusik, the “Best of Show” award winner of CMA’s NEO Show by northeast Ohio artist, Ben Kinsley; 
and view video footage of sand mandala painting in the Wheel of Time from the Samaya Foundation, New 
York. This video will demonstrate a visitor experience similar to what can be viewed at the Circles of 
Compassion: The Sand Mandala Painting of Tibet, CMA’s first presentation in its VIVA! and Gala Around 
Town series occurring at Cleveland City Hall Aug. 27 through Oct. 8, 2005.

2 and Saturday, Sept. 3, and 11 a.m. to 5 p.m. on Sunday, Sept. 4. 

“Through the use of innovative technology, CMA will demonstrate possible options of what Museum 
visitors can expect in 2010 when the newly renovated and expanded facility is unveiled,” said Charles 
Venable, CMA’s deputy director of collections and programs. “In addition, these technologies will serve as a 


bridge connecting visitors to an even greater appreciation for the arts.” 


Opening Night - “Traffic Jam” 

The Ingenuity Festival of Art and Technology kicks off Thursday evening, Sept. 1, with a free and 
festive celebration on Public Square in Downtown Cleveland. The official opening of the evening's activities 
begins at 7:30 p.m. with Traffic Jam, a high-energy performance piece choreographed by Robin VanLear, 
CMA’s artistic director for community arts. VanLear is known for her work in creating University Circle’ s 
award-winning Parade the Circle Celebration, presented annually by the Cleveland Museum of Art in 
collaboration with University Circle Incorporated. She has created Traffic Jam to reflect the energy and 


creativity of Northeast Ohio. 


More than 70 organizations from Cleveland’s arts and technology communities are working in concert 
to produce ingenious programs that showcase the unique relationships that exist between arts and technology. 
Organized by co-directors Thomas Mulready of CoolCleveland.com and James Levin, founder of Cleveland 
Public Theatre, Ingenuity will showcase 175 individual events in more than 20 unconventional urban venues 
featuring more than 1,000 of Cleveland’s finest artists.
